Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Subramanian et al. 

The system of Subramanian (noting particularly Fig. 1 and 2) involves digital video 
devices including a digital television (e.g. col. 1 lines 21-25) that receives an MPEG- formatted 
A/V stream (noting input 32 in Fig. 1) to be decided. A host CPU 34 is included in video 
decoder 30 (Fig. 1), and ASIC 36 (detailed in Fig. 2) includes RISC element 80 that serves as a 
local CPU (col. 5 lines 41-44). In instances when the decoder arrangement operates in a trick- 
play mode (i.e. "abnormal" state), the decoder cannot operate adequately under the control of the 
host CPU, so the local CPU instead takes over control of the mode operation (col. 7 lines 25-40). 
Host CPU (in association with stage 37) is prompted by the user through input device 33 (Fig. 1) 
which serves as the programmable logic device that carries out the switching to the local CPU in 
ASIC 36 when the user selects the trick-play mode.
